CHARGES MADE IN

Statement Signed by Chairman Lester

Grievances Submitted to Company Ten. 

- Days Ago Not Complied with, Se Of- 

fensive Is Taken-—Company Asked 

- to Collect Dues from Al, Whether 

Union Men or Not—Refuses to Ae- 

cede to Demand—Involves 1,800 
Workers. 


Spring Valley, Ill., April 25.—[Special, ]J— 
The miners of Spring Valley assembled at 
the opera-house this afternoon and after 
hearing the reading of their grievances sub- 
mitted to the mine managers adopted a res- 
olution to refrain from work until otherwise 
ordered by the State Executive board offi- 
clals of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica. The list of grievances is a long one, but 
the particular grievance is No. 10, according 
to the resolution. 


Grievance Causing Strike. 


It reads as follows: 
“That the United Mine Workers’ ‘asso- 


ciation requests that ail hoisting engineers ©

‘ Company Refuses to Submit. 


The ‘outcome of the conference was that 
Mr. Dalzell refused absolutely to engage 
in’ forcing any employé fo become a mem- 
ber of the union or to hold back union dues 
unless the miners signed an order on the 
company to that effect. Mr. Dalzels also 
objected strenuously to the presenting of 
new demands on the company in violation of 
the State agreement, reached at Springfield 
several months ago. 


Company States Its Case. 


As a result of the acttbn of the men the 
company has posted the following notice: 

“ The Miners’ union has made the demand 
upon the company that a list of all the em- 
ployés of the company who have been em- 
ployed during the month be furnished to its 
secretary; that assessments or dues be col- 


- jected from each employé on pay day and 


paid over to the treasurer of the union, 
whether such employé is a member or not; 


‘that all employés now working that are not 


members of the union be discharged within 
thirty days; that no one be hereafter em- 
ployed, unless a member of the union.” 

Then follows an explanation by the com- 
pany, which says the company makes no 
discrimination against any one offering for 
work becavse he is a member of the union, 
and therefore cannot do so against any one 
because he is not.

At a mass-meeting of the miners in the 
employ of the Spring Valley Coal company, 
held at Spring Valley yesterday afternoon, 
it was decided to go out on a strike as the 
result of the refusal of the company to ac- 
cede to all the demands which were made 
upon the company April 14. Between 1,800 
and 2,000 men are involved, and General 
Manager Dalzell, who is atthe Great North- 
ern Hotel, said last night no attempt would 
be made for the present to do any. work.

The fact that American Consuls by special 
order of vernment report commercial 
news directly to the museum gives a touch 
of official color to that designation. Though 
go recently formed this museum—which is ‘ 
both a museum and an intelligence office— 
already has a direct and practical relation 
to our foreign trade. 

It was organized shortly after the World’s 
Fair, primarily to acquire and preserve, as 
@ nucleus for a permanent exhibit in the 
interest of our foreign trade, the natural 
products exhibited at the Fair from foreign 
countries. In fulfillment of the original ex- 


an extensive commercial collection, open to 
the public. A national export exposition, in 
connection with an international trade con- 
gress, was held last fall and was attended, 
beside Americans, by about 300 delegates 
from foreign governments and foreign com-. 
mercial bodies, and other exposition events 
are contemplated for the future. 


To Give Industrial Exhibitions. 


For example, an international automobile 
exposition on a large scale is now under 
discussion. Both the permanent collection 
and the special exhibits are intended to have 
@ direct bearing upon the extension of our 
trade, and to accomplish this result not only 
by displaying to foreigners our own concelts 
in ananufacture, but also by apprising home 
manufacturers of the peculiarities of foreign 
@emand. Accordingly one of the features 
of this export exposition, a feature provided 
for by a special appropriation of $50,000 by 
Congress, consisted of a collection of man- 
wfactured commodities from foreign coun- 
tries designed to show American manufac- 
turers the precise kinds of goods consumed» 
én those countries, and now supplied by our 
foreign competitors. The museum also has 
now pending in Congress a bill appropriating 
$200,000 for extending this particular sort of 
information:;: If the bill is passed the plan is 
to increase this collection and with the as- 
sistance of local Boards of Trade maintain 
therefrom a cifculating exhibit through the 
different trade centers of the country, avith 
regular agents to set up and explain the ex- 
hibit and. give public addresses upon it, 

Mr. Wilson’s right, however, to be styled 
the veritable Secretary of the Interior prob- 
ably rests less upon the exhibition features 
of the museum than upon the work of the 
affiliated bureau of information. This - 
organized about four years ago tc answ 
actual fnquiries, and is now a most 
tant active agency of trade extension. For 
purposes of support it.was constituted ona 
membership basis, but its dominant purpose 
is to promote American trade in general. 


Aims of the Institution. 

Tt aims to inform American manufacturers 
end merchants concerning the demands of 
foreign trade, to put them in communieation 
with foreign buyers in their respective lines, 
to provide them with reliable information 
concerning the character and trade of par- 
dicular foreign dealers, and in general to 
answer practical questions as to ways and 
means for extending commerce. 

Bach regular subscriber is supplied with a | 
card catalogue, which is kept ted up 
to date, of foreign purchasers in his partic- 
wlar line, each one of the latter being de- 
ecribed on a separate card from verified in- 
formation. Current commercial news, 
whether of a general nature or consisting in 
specific inquiries from foreign buyers (some- 
thing like 150 such inquiries are received 
weekly) are dispatched at once to the ap- 
propriate subscribers. Special inquiries 
from subscribers are also answered accord- 
ing to their purport. 

To a degree the bureau is likewise a means 
for informing foreign dealers concerning the 
market in this country for their wares, and 
80 becomes in a broad sense an agency of 
Mmternational exchange. 


Has Grown Rapidly. 

The museum’s development has 

. rapid, and its system of gathering from for- 

eign domestic correspondence, trade or- 

ganizations, Consuls, and general literature, 

the commercial news of the world, and of 

Classifying and distributing this to the 

Proper parties, is a marvel of organization, 

engaging simply in the home office a force 
of 125 persons. 


Intelligent Card Catalogue. 


An intelligent scheme for an American | 
Trade Directory for foreign cities has also 
been put into operation recently by the 
bureau. It consists of a card catalogue of 
American dealers in various commodities, 
the cards being conveniently arranged ina 
cabinet.. Such cabinets now been lo- 
cated in the rooms of Boards of Trade or at

Chief Merits of Museum. 

- The merit of the museum consists in the 
Sroad lines on which it is conducted, as an 
agency of trade rather than of traders. Itis 
technically a private institution, but its con- 
trolling board includes, as ex-officio mem- 
bers, a minority of State and city officials. 
Vacancies among the life members are filled 
by ,the Mayor, and its chief support has 
come frém public sources.

The city has likewise do- 
mated ninety acres of land as a site for these 
buildings, with the extensive additions con- 
templated, and for exhibition purposes. In 
all $1,065,000 has now been received from 
public sources besides this land. The insti- 
tution appears, however, to have been kept 
free of politics, and its management is es-

It has 
not yet gone into the general field of statis- 
tics, but it hak’ certainly organiged the col- 
lection of data from which statistics, up to 
date and of the highest importance, could 
be derived. 

Its library is alleged already to be the best 
commercial collection in the country, and 
its regular list of nearly 1,600 foreign = 
domestic periodicals could not easily be 
paralleled. 


Extensive Trade Membership. | 

Its membership includes most of the trusts 
in this country. It is brought into intelligent 
contact with a wide circle of foreign firms. 
It represents thus the farthest advance ‘yet 
made looking toward that simplification 
and, indeed, centralization, of industry and 
commerce which develops ‘from accurate 
knowledge concerning the details of pro- 
duction and exchange. Accordingly, though 
on its face the aim of the museum is to pro- 
mote American competition in international 
trade, it may be expected In time to contrib- 
ute toward that same higher organization 
and increased centralization of commerce 
between nations which has already ad- 
vanced so far with national limits. | 

The location of the museum in Philadel- 
phia was logical. Dr. Wilson and those 
who particularly aided him in his project 
had seen the treasures of the Centennial 
Exhibition quickly dissipated after its close, 
and therefore appreciated as others would 
not the importance of forestalling a- similar

The principal 
charge he has made against the safoonkeep- 
ers has been selling liquor and tobacco to 
minors. In gathering his evidence he found 
the .difficult work was done best by boys. 
He supplied them with money and they 
bought the liquor which was used as.evi- 
dence. These boy detectives. were Artie 
Miller, 821 West Sixty-second street; Harry

loons and purchased beer and whisky. The 
youths, Mr. Jones says,turned the liquor 
over to him, but the saloonkeepers declare 
that in several instances the youthful de- 
tectives drank it.

CAPT. MICHELSON TO REORGANIZE 


New Captain Dismisses All Officers and 
Sailors Who Served Under Shaftner 
Authority from Adjutant General 
teece—Veterang of the Spanish War 
Will Wear Uniforms of the State 
Once More—Lieutenant Wilson to 
Have a Command. 


Professor Albert A. Michelson, who was 
appointed Captain of the naval militia on 
Monday to succeed Captain Shaffner, began 
his official duties yesterday by mustering out 
the entire First Ship’s Crew.

This action was authorized by an official 
order from Adjutant General Reece, and was 
carried out by Lieutenant W. J. Wilson, who

And music, 
every note of it. is to be found in nature’s 
choral forces, that mighty gamut of crea- 
tion which rises, from the tiniest whisper 
of whirring wings, through the sighing of the 
night wind. the crackle of swaying corn, the 
roar of falling water, and the mighty voice 
of the sounding sea, up to the hiss of the 


lightning flash and the crash of the thunder- 


bolt. 

“ Who, then, is the true artist? He it is 
who best realizes these myriad beauties and 
bounties of nature and best reproduces them 
s0 that others may understand the emotion 
they have created in him.

companies would speedily be forced to 
change their attitude toward the public. 
The abuses would cut down the hand-strap 
dividends of the street car lines, but would 
relieve thein of the overflow for which they 
say they are unable to provide, Probably 
if they saw such a possibility close at 
hand they wotld soon find means for pro- 
viding more seats. It might ‘be well for 
the traction managers to consider this pos- 
sibility before it materializes (into actual 
competition. Certainly the present state 
of transportation affairs in Chicago is a 
perpetual invitation to capitalists to try 
the possibilities of the new vehicles. The 
present crude and semi-barbarous condi- 
tions cannot last. When the Union Trac- 
tion company took hold of the North and 
West Side street car lines in this city it 
was hoped there would be a change for 
the better, but that hope has been dis* 
appointed. Chicagoans will welcome every 
bonafide automobile bus line that seeks 
to give better transportation facilities be- 
tween the business and the residence dis- 
tricts of the city.

PREMIUMS FOR NEW PUPILS. 
The carper who complains that the 
churches are not up with the times has 
little ground left on which to stand, It

Asan 
evidence of good faith it is required that 
each new pupil to apply on the premium 
list must attend Sunday school at Ieast 
twice’in su¢cession. ‘ By means of these 
unparalleled offers,” as the premium ad- 
vertisers say, the New Tabernacle Sunday 
school expects to increase its membership 
largely and rapidly. No doubt it will 
not be disappointed. Any small boy who 
cannot get fifteen others to attend Sunday 
school for two consecutive Sundays by-offer- 
ing them a partnership interest in a goat is 
not up-to the proper standard. But the adop- 
tion of the new plan with its probable effect 
upon the school membership puts upon the 
teachers at the New Tabernacle school a 
greatly increased responsibility. For at least. 
two Sundays they probably will have in 
their classes a considerable number of hoys 
who are strangers to Sunday school and 
who intend to stay only long ehough te in- 
sure the possession of the promised goat.

THE COMMERCIAL MUSEUM. — 

As an agency of trade expansion and a 
suggestion concerning the future develop- 
ment of international commerce, the Phila- 
delphia Commercial Museum, described in 
another column, is an institution of especial 
significance. It is twofold, being on the 
one hand a museum and on the other an in- 
telligence gffice., In the former capacity it 


sources have been drawn from private gub- 
scriptions and from city, State, and national 
appropriations. In the latter capacity its 
services inure primarily to its thousand 
members and its support comes from the 
$100 membership fees. | 
The museum was organized shortly after 
the World’s Fair, to secure the exhibits 
there made of natural products from foreign 
countries as a nucleus for a collection illus- 
trative of the possibilities of foreign dom- 
merce. This nucleus has been increased and 
is maintained on public exhibition. In fur- 
ther fulfillment of the educational idea the 
national export exposition of last fall was 
organized in connection with an interna- 
tional trade congress and both were attend- 
ed by about 300 delegates from foreign gov- 
ernments and commercial bodies. Other 
similar events are likewise contemplated, 
For example, an international antomobile 
exhibition on a large scale is now the sub- 
ject of discussion, A bill is also pending in 
Congress appropriating $200,000 with a

in order to stimulate American competition 


for tueir supply. 


“The Information bureau, which is only 
four yeats 6ld, is designed to furnish infor- 
mation, hot alone as to the broad moye- 
mehts of trade, but as to individual foreign 
traders, as to the exact style and quality of 
articles of foreign consumption, and to sup- 
ply other practical details which wold 
successfully introduce a manufacturer) or 
merchant to a new field. It has devel 
with great rapidity and now has an office 
force of 125 persons engaged in systematiz- 
ing and redistributing to the proper parties 
the news collected from the commercial 
world. Unlike the commercial museums of 
Europe, this one has undertaken pract 
as well as educational work toward trade 


extension. 


The size and comprehe 
institution give it importance not only as a 
means of immediate trade ¢xpansion 
algo as an agency suggesting and forwa 
ing the general development which inter 
tional trade is destined to undergo. Sp 
fically it is designed not to organize su 
and demand on any idealistic basis but/in- 
stead to introduce the American mpre 
widely as a competitor in foreign trade. 
While, however, it is primarily a movement 
to widen and intensify competition, 
‘since competition as it becomes more sh 
may ultimately destroy itself in inter 
tional, as it has so largely done already 
national, trade, this effort may, and, ind | 
“must be viewed as an accelerating impulse 
toward the higher organization and cent 
zation of the world’s trade. In the p 
toward that end, as well as in {he more 
manent distribution of trade which 
eventuate therefrom, this country as a/re- 
sult of the efforts of this institution 
unquestionably have an increased sha 
the-trade of the nations.

Professor Coe concludes that Christian 
Science is employing a curative agency of 
inestimable value, but that nobody possesses 
& monopoly of the principle, and that it is 
utterly independent of the theological and 
métaphysical theories which are hitched to 
it. The same agency—suggestion. or mild 
self-hy pnotism—may produce a cure of func- 
tional disease in a heathen devotee who 
touches his idol. Professor Coe goes to the 
length of suggesting that the curative mira- 
les mentioned in the Bible are probably of 
the same sort, but in this, as in all things, 
he is discreet i assertions.
